On the other hand, the 
coughing. may be due to pres- 
sure. from enlarged glands, a 
heart condition, or to distur- 
bances affecting the Yning mem- 
brane of the chest cavity.

It notes that “discrimination” 
in export prices is being 
practised fn such basic com- 
moditica as forest products, 
steel, coal, sugar and fertiliser, 


Export prices of timber, pulp 
and paper in Finland, Norway 
and Sweden increased In many 
Instances up to 50 percent more 
than home market ‘prices be- 
tween 1938 and 1948, according 
to the survey. mec 


. It notes “similar discrepancies 
between the internal prices and 
the export prices Jn the maln 
European producing countries 
in the cose of stecl and coal." 


Thero Is a substantial differ- 
ence, the survey says, between 
the home market prices and ex- 
port prices for both Belgian 
and Brillsh steel, 


The margin is reported to be 
considcrably higher in Belgium 
“where the difference between 
‘free market ¢xport prices and 
home prices is of the order of 
100 percent or more.’.
